The  estimated  population  for  1920  was  184,533,  area  15,283 
acres  or  23*8  square  miles,  giving  a density  of  i2’o  persons  per  acre. 

Births. 

4,209  births  were  registered  during  the  year,  of  which  2,148  were 
males  and  2,061  females.  This  is  equal  to  a birth  rate  of  22-8  which 
is  considerably  higher  than  last  year  and  is  the  highest  rate  since  1911. 

The  illegitimate  births  numbered  203  or  4*8  per  cent  of  the  total 
births.  15  of  the  illegitimate  births  occurred  in  the  Townleys 
Hospitals. 

152  stillbirths  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Deaths. 

2,528  deaths  (1,274  males  and  1,254  females)  were  registered  of 
Bolton  residents.  This  included  325  deaths  of  persons  whose  usual  or 
fixed  residence  was  in  Bolton  but  who  died  in  some  institution  or 
residence  outside  Bolton,  and  excluded  74  non-residents  of  Bolton  who 
died  in  the  town 

The  death-rate  was  i3'6,  the  lowest  on  record.  The  average 
Bolton  death-rate  for  the  10  years  1911-1920  was  i5'i. 

226  Bolton  residents  died  in  Townleys  Hospitals,  55  in  Lunatic 
Asylums,  124  in  Bolton  Infirmary,  23  in  the  Borough  Hospitals  and  41 
in  other  places  outside  the  Borough.  Of  the  74  deaths  in  Bolton  of 
non-residents,  60  occurred  in  the  Bolton  Infirmary, 

The  death  rates  varied  from  18*5  in  East  Ward  to  9-9  Great 
Lever  and  Darcy  Lever-cum-Breightmet  Wards 
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Populations,  Birth-rates,  Death-rates,  &c.,  in  Wards,  1920.

Haslam  Maternity  Home  8t  Infant  Hospital. 

With  regard  to  paragraph  4 of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  letter, 
dated  24th  March,  1920,  the  Public  Health  Committee  has  had  under 
consideration  for  some  time  the  provision  of  a Maternity  and  Infant 
Home,  but  was  unsuccessful  in  finding  suitable  premises.  Fortunately 
Mr.  j P,  Haslam,  J.  P.,  an  Alderman  of  the  Borough  having  decided 
to  leave  his  house,  offered  it  free  of  cost  to  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee for  a Maternity  Home.  The  Public  Health  Committee  after 
careful  consideration  and  inspection  of  the  premises  decided  to  accept 
such  offer  with  thanks,  the  Council  fully  approving  of  this  decision. 

The  house,  “ Ravenswood,”  is  situated  in  Chorley  New  Road  in 
the  best  part  of  the  town,  on  a tramway  route  between  Bolton  and 
Horwich  and  is  about  100  jards  distance  from  the  main  road,  thus 
avoiding  noise  and  dust.  The  chief  rooms  face  south  and  it  is 
estimatefl  provisionally  that  accommodation  can  be  found  for  12 
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maternity  cases,  lo  to  12  infants  and  a staff  of  12  persons.  The 
grounds  attached  to  the  house  cover  17.5  acres  and  will  afford  a con- 
venient place  for  recreation  and  exercise. 

The  fees  charged  to  patients  vary  from  nothing  up  to  ;^4/4/o  per 
week.  No  patient  has  been  or  will  be  refused  because  of  inability  to 
pay  any  fee  whatever.  The  cases  most  welcome  are  those  where  the 
home  conditions  make  it  desirable  for  both  mother  and  child  that  the 
confinement  should  take  place  away  from  the  home.  The  fees  agreed 
upon,  where  a fee  is  charged,  have  been  readily  and  gratefully  paid  in 
every  case. 

The  question  is  sometimes  asked  ; what  cases  are  admitted  to  the 
Maternity  Home  ? The  only  cases  which  have  been  or  will  be  refused 
are  the  following  : — 

1.  Destitute  cases  in  which  after  the  confinement  period,  the 
patient  has  no  certain  prospect  of  a home  to  go  to. 

2.  Persons  suffering  from  any  infectious  disorder. 

3.  Persons  likely  to  need  prolonged  hospital  treatment  after  the 
confinement  period. 

4.  Persons  known  to  lead  an  immoral  life. 

Unmarried  women  are  eligible  for  admission  and  have  been 
admitted.  ' Very  few  cases  have  been  refused,  and  the  cases  refused 
come  under  the  above  headings.  There  is  no  hardship  in  their 
refusal,  it  is  to  their  advantage.  They  are  referred  to  Townleys 
Hospital  where  they  receive  as  skilled  medical  and  nursing  attendance 
for  their  confinement  as  they  would  receive  at  the  Haslam  Maternity 
Home,  and  where  subsequent  to  their  confinement  they  can  be  kept 
for  any  period  which  the  treatment  of  their  general  condition  renders 
desirable. 

Patients  entering  the  Haslam  Maternity  Home  may  before 
admission,  arrange  for  attendance  by  any  Doctor  of  their  own 
choosing.  If  they'make  no  such  arrangement  and  if  medical  assistance 
turns  out  to  be  necessary,  a medical  man  is  immediately  summoned 
from  a rota  of  medical  men  who  have  signified  their  willingness  to 
attend  such  cases  at  the  fee  allowed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  If  the 
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patient  is  in  a position  to  pay  this  fee,  the  patient  is  asked  to  do  so  ; 
otherwise,  the  fee  is  paid  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Maternity  Home  was  open  for  the  reception  of  patients  on 
the  1st  December,  igao,  and  during  that  year.  3 patients  were  admitted. 
Up  to  the  present  date  of  going  to  press  (31/8/21)  77  patients  have 
been  admitted  in  igai  and  applications  for  admission  increase  almost 
daily  in  number.  The  institution  is  very  greatly  appreciated  and  its 
warmest  friends  are  those  who  have  been  received  in  it  as  patients. 

All  information  can  be  obtained  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  whom  in  the  first  instance  application  for  admission  should 
be  made.

To  facilitate  the  operation  of  the  above  Act  I have  visited  all  the 
farms  in  our  area,  the  warehouses  belonging;  to  the  railways,  corn  and 
provision  stores,  slaughter-houses,  tripe  works  and  a number  of  other 
businesses  where  foodstuffs  are  used  or  manufactured,  and  have  pointed 
out  not  only  the  necessity  of  using  all  possible  methods  for  the 
extermination  of  the  rodent  pest,  but  the  penalty  attaching  non- 
compliance  of  the  Act.  I forwarded  previous  to  the  rat  week  in 
November,  1920,  250  circulars  to  the  various  owners  of  the  premises 
wh(  re  food  is  stored  or  manufactured  in  the  Borough,  and  as  effectual 
measures  are  being  generally  adopted  it  has  not  been  found  necessary 
to  take  legal  proceeding.
